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I was putting in a month in a Swiss 
town, and as 1 was strolling along the 
highway in the suburbs one day a vehil- 
cle containing a single traveler appear- 
ed.

ALFRED THE GREAT 


| ENCOURAGEMENT HE GAVE TO THE 


ARTS OF CIVILIZATION. 


A Name Which Hass Grown Brighter as 
the Centuries Passed in the Last 1,000 
Years of the World's History—How He 
Advanced the Cause of Christianity— 
Interesting Details of His Life. 


The celebration at Winchester, Eng- 
land, recently, of the 1000th  anni- 
versary of the death of King Alfred 
has called anew the attention of the 
world to that early English ruler 
whose name has grown steadily 
brighter with the passing of centur- 
ies. It may be interesting to inquire 
briefly on what foundation his great 
fame rests, says the Rev. J. ‘I’. Sun- 
derland, M.A., in Sunday World. 

Alfred was King for 80 years, from 
871 to 901, A.D., but not King _ of 
all England. He ruled over only_swhat 
was known as the Kingdom of Wes- 
sex, in the south, which comprised 
about one-third of England. But the 
work he did made the unity of Eng- 
land only a question of time, and en- 
sured that English civilization and 
English institutions would develop 
along essentially the lines which he 
had marked out. 

His reign fell at a most critical 
time in English history. When he as- 
cended the throne the Anglo-Saxons, 
who had come as invaders from nar- 
thern Germany and subdued the ori- 
ginal Britons, had been in possession 
of the land for three centuries. Dur- 
ing this time they had accepted 
Christianity and had made much pro- 
gress in enlightenment. 

Dut now a time of sore trial came 
upon them. The home which _ three 
centuries ago their fathers had won 
they must now fight to defend from 
another set of invaders swarming 
across the sea froin Denmark. By the 
time Alfred came upon the scene 
these fierce non-Christian Danes had 
fought many battles with the Anglo- 
Saxons or English, and had estab- 
Tished themselves in many parts — of 
the land. Indeed, it was a question 
waiting to be settled, which should 
permanently possess, rule and give 
their language and institutions to 
the country, the English or the 
Danes. Alfred, by the success of his 
arms, but more still by his enlight- 
ened policy as an administrator, an- 
swered the question in favor of the 
Snglish. 

The early years of his reign he was 
compelled to give largely to military 
matters. Some of them were — very 
dark years. Again and again he suf- 
fered severe defeats. Only courage, 
persistence, determination, devotion 
to his people and military genius 
such as find few parallels in history, 
ensbled him finally to win the day. 

“At last he defeated the Danes by 
lund and sca. He did not drive them 
out of England, but he drove them 
out of his own kingdom and made 
that secure. This done, he turned to 
the far more congenial task of mak- 
ing his kingdom worth preserving, of 
ruling his people well, of promoting 
the arts of peace, of advancing all 
the higher interests of his reali. 

King Alfred was a brave and skill- 
ful warrior. But he did not love war. 
Ile loved peace. He was great enough 
to be able to see that war can never 
make nations strong or prosperous, 
or great. War destroys; only peace 
can build up. He woul! fight apa 
fend his country, but for no other 
purpose, Important as was his work 
in driving out the Danes and giving 
military protection to his kingdom, 
his greatest deeds and those that 
have had far the most enduring re- 
sults in English history were those 
of peace. 

We may recall some of his’ peace 
achievements. He encouraged — ship- 
building, and thus laid the” founda- 
tion of the British marine. He pro- 
moted agriculture. He fostered trade 
and such manufactures as were pos- 


sible in those times. He did much 
building, bringing architects and 
skilled builders from other lands. 


He restored many towns which had 
been destroyed by the Danes. He 
rebuilt London, making it once more 
a city of great importance, 


He established schools, and gave 
constant and earnest attention to 
the diffusion of knowledge. He 
brought teachers and learned men 


from abroad, What was most re- 
markablé, he planned and in a meas- 
ure carried out a more complete sys- 
tem of primary education for the 
people than was known in England 
in any subsequent age down to our 
own generation. 

He devoted much time and-—atten- 
tion to improving the laws of the 
Jland. Ne gave most rigid supervision 
to his law courts, to see that they 
meted out equal justice to rich and 
poor, to nobles and common people. 

He did everything in his power to 
foster religion. He was deeply relig- 
ious himself. He gave religion*a pro- 
minent place in his schools. Ie pro- 


moted the education of the clergy, 
and took care that the men who 
were given positions of influence in 


the church should be men of learn- 
ing, high character and sincere piety, 

By these various methods he stead- 
ily promoted the prosperity of his 
realm, elevated the whole life of his 
people and laid the most solid and 
enduring foundations possible for the 
greatness of England. 

But his most i:nportant  achieve- 
ment, and that which had the pro- 
foundest influence upon the future, 
was his work as a translator and an 
author. In that day Latin was the 
language in which nearly all Buro- 
pean learning was embodied. Alfred 
found the English people wholly’ de- 
pendent for their writings in prose 
upon that tongue, which few could 
youd. They had some poetry of their 


various ballads and battle songs — 
for poetic literature always precedes 
prose. But of prose literature they 
had none; and, indeed, they posses- 
sed oniy a crude, half formed prose 
language. Alfred changed all that. 
He selected a number of the most 
valuable Latin books of the time — 
historical, philosophical and relig- 


own—the long poem of Cuedimoh, and 


vernacular, with extensive additions 
apd comments of his own. Thus he 


gave to the English people a _ very 
considerable prose  literature—thoe 
first they possessed — and in a style 
which Frederick Harrison declares to 
be as perfect as anything in England 
until the appearance of the English 
Bible, and in.quiet force, simplicity 
and purity not surpassed until the 
age of Addison. Says Stafford 
Brooke, Alfred ‘‘was the creator 
and then the father of English prose 
literature.’ His books ‘‘were the ori- 
gin of English prose.’’ This is high 
praise, But the growing consensus of 
judgment among scholars is that it 
is just. Such an achievement gives 
to King Alfred a foremost place in 
English history, even if he had no 
other claims. Add to it all the rest, 
and we see on how high a pedestal he 
stands. 

Alfred is the only ruler of England 
who, by general consent, has had at- 
tached to his name the adjective 
“great.’’ Why has he been thus hon- 
ored? 

We have already found the answer. 
It was because he did the greatest 
things for his kingdom that can be 
done for any nation: He defended it 
from its foes, and then he gave his 
whole strength, not to subduing and 
ruling other peoples, but to making 
his own people strong, wise, happy, 
noble, intellectually und morally 
great. Few English kings ever served 
their country with such unselfish and 
perfect devotion. None ever served 
her on so high a plane of service. 


A LAND OF SURPRISES. 


Australian Deserts Become Lake Basins 
and Fertile Yields. 


Mr. John Young, an ex-Mayor of 
Sydney, N. S. W., and Mr. G. R. 
Parkes, a namesake, but no rela- 
tive of the late poet-Premier of that 
colony, have recently been in Can- 
ada. ‘ 

Mr. Young told a Tordnto*reporter 
that Australia was surprising  eveli 
the oldest inhabitants by the devel- 
opment of new fields and neW indus- 
tries. In fact Australia, from its ani- 
mals to its gold fields, was the land 
where everything was the opposite of 
the rest of the world, and where tho 
unexpected was constantly happen- 
ing. In 1835 explorers reported a 
part of the country as an uninhabi- 
table desert; to-day that desert was 
one of the finest sections of New 
South Wales. Forty years ago a 
party of famous explorers perished 
from lack of water in what was now 
a most fertile township. A few years 
ago the work of driving the cattle 
overland from Northern Queensland 
to the markets in the South was at- 
tended with loss and hardship, ow- 
ing to the scarcity of water. The 
jovernment started in to bore ar- 
tesian wells, and now along that des- 
ert route there were fresh water 
lakes twenty miles along, while in 
other places the water spouts up to 
a height of 40 feet.

States running about as follows: 
Queensland, £2,000,000; New South 
Wales, £1,500,000; South Australia,

the population. Sydney, by the cen- 
sus of this year, had a population of 
540,000, and the State a population 
of 1,500,000.

FLOWER AND TREE. 


Pruning to excess or too frequent or 
too long is weakéning’to the tree. 
When a branch {s removed, the cut- 


ting should be close, leaving no stub. 

The apple. pear, quince and thorn 
can be grafted one on another, with va- 
rying success, : 

Wormy fruit in the orchard is best 
disposed of by the sheep. They eat all 
without making any choice, as pigs do. 

Planting a few trees every fall or 
spring, as may be convenient, helps 
materially to keep up a supply of good 
fruit. 

The cherry, peach, apricot, nectarine 
and almond require a light, dry and 
warm soil, but may be grown on loose. 
sandy soils, 

Saltpeter Is recommended as a quick 
acting fertilizer for flower beds that 
seem to be languishing, especially 
those that show small and pale leaf- 
age. 

Peach and plum trees are both less 
liable to diseases when grown in the 
poultry yard, The trees will make a 
better growth and at the same time 
afford shade for the fowls. 

Geraniums that have been used for 
summer bloomers will not flower again 
until the late spring months. Gerani- 
ums for winter blooming should be 
grown especially for that purpose by 
keeping the flower buds nipped off un- 
til August.
